3, Item 3 is a general discussion item without (so far as I know) 
the necessity of reaching a decision as to the future of BIAS in the light 
of budget cuts -ml the recommendation of the Jackson Gouraittao that acti- 
vities of this type be placed under the aegis of the Ambassador in oaoh 
country.

subject of the 1954 Escapee Budget. Apparently the original agreement 
provided that Yugoslav escapees not be included in the budget but that 
money would be provided tinder other items to take oars of some of these 
escapees. State would now like to get the Yugoslavs in as pert of the 
legislative history of the ore sent budget. Godel and General Roberts 
emp hatically sta ted that it was never intended to mention the Yugoslavs, 
and I I ffivma this stand. Prank will produce a briefing document 

for the Director on this subject. It is possible that General imlth will 
comment on the present problem concerning the morale of Communist FOWs in 
Korea (belief in the possibility of forcible repatriation) and the 
questions arising out of fygaan Hhee’e preeent stand,
